D1 discloses a crosslinkable coating composition comprising a crossllnker, e.g. an amino 
resin (col 5, lines 30-37) and a modified epoxy resin. The modified epoxy resin is prepared 
by reacting an epoxy resin with a rtionofunctional phenol and a dicarboxylic acid (claims) 

D2 discloses a crossllnk^le coating composition comprising a crosslinker, e.g. an amino 
resin (col 7, lines 27-36) and a modified epoxy resin. The modified epoxy resin is prepared 
by reacting an epoxy resin with a monocarboxylic acid and a dicarboxylic acid (claims) 

D3 discloses a crossBnkabfe coating composition comprising a crosslinker, e.g. an amino 
resin and a modified epoxy resin. The modified epoxy resin Is prepared by reacting an 
epoxy resin with a fatty acid and a polyvalent carboxylic acid (abstract) 

2. The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because firstly 
the subject-matter of claims 1 ,1 0-1 5 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT and 
secondly the subject-matter of the same claims does not involve an Inventive step in the 
sense of Article 33(3) PCT. 

3. Dependent claims 2-9 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in respect of 
novelty and/or inventive step, 

4. The present opinion on novelty and inventive step is based on the above documents. 
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However it appears possible that in the regioriai phase a translation of the JP-A-620361 32, 
abstracted in D3 may have to be consulted before coming to a final decision. 

5. Claims 1-15 do meet the criteria of Article 33(1 )(4) PCT, because its subject-matter is 
industrially applicable in the sense of Article 33(4) PCT. 
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
